ARE HANGED IN QUEBEC. 
Mrs. Cordelia Poirier and Samuel 
Parslow Suffer Penalty of 

Their Awful Crime, 


St. Scholastique, Que., March 11.— 
Mrs. Cordelia Poirier and Samuel 
Parslow were hanged here Friday. The 
drop fell at 8:05. Life was declared 
extinct in eight minutes, the necks of 
both having been broken. Mrs. Poirier, 
who said farewell’ to her 
tives Thursday night, was firm and 
collected throughout. She took part 
in the mass said at five o’clock Friday 
morning, and on the scaffold shook 
hands with the hangman without a tre- 
mor of fear. The crowd inside the 
jail jeered at her, but even then her 
composure did not desert her, and at 
the suggestion of the executioner she 
turned and faced the jeerers, and stood 
erect and prayed to the last. Parslow 
exhibited much less courage, and was 
more dead than alive when the drop 
fell. The condemned were taken to 
the scaffold separately, and were pre- 
vented from seeing each other by a 
Sceren placed between ‘them. Six hun- 
dred men who had remained up all 
night witnessed the execution. 

Outside the jail there were 2,000 
more, who with a beam tried to bat- 
ter down the gate of the jail yard, and 
could only be made to desist by the 
provincial police firing their revolvers 
into the air.

Was J. iad Babbitt for 
= Circuit Judge. 


After Being Almost Certain: of the 
Nomination, the Washtenaw Dele- 
gation is Manipulated to Defeat the 
Ypsilanti Man. 


The news of the nomination of M. J. 
Cavanaugh on the Democratic ticket for 
the office of judge of the circuit court, 
which was first given to the public by 
Times last evening, came with as much 
of a surprise as a notice to a sharehold- 
er in a Klondike company that a divi- 
dend had been declared. 7 

It was supposed that Judge Babbitt, 
of Ypsilanti, had a lead-pipe ‘cinch on 
the nomination after: the delegates had 
been selected. There was no other 
name mentioned except that of Prof. 
Bogle, and after the Washtenaw con- 
vention had selected the delegates Prof. 
Bogle was in the ‘“‘also ran” class. So 
sure was Mr. Babbitt of the nomination 
that he made no further effort what- 
ever. In fact one of the delegates came 
to Mr. Babbitt and told him that it 
would be impossible for him to attend 


his proxy to whomsoever Mr. Babbitt 
would suggest. ‘‘Oh, I guess there will 
be no need of that. It wiil only be an 
expense to someone. . The matter is all 
fixed up and will only be a mere formal- 
ity,” said he. 

But there was the fine Italian hana 
of Edward R. Gilday as a manipulator 
in the convention at Monroe which had 
not been counted upon. Someway when 
the Washtenaw delegates gathered at 
Monroe there were only 14 present, in- 
stead of 19, which was the county’s 
quota. Things 
that the Monroe delegation assured 
Washtenaw that it would support any 
man upon whom ‘Washtenaw could 
agree. Then Washtenaw went into 
what was heretofore supposed would 
be a matter-of-form caucus, and it was 
found that Judge Babbitt had only five 
out of the 14 votes. 

Just what was the cause of all ‘this 
is not known exactly. The friends of 
Judge Babbitt say that they were given 
the double cross and that secret under- 
mining had been in process of forma- 


weeks, and that even the judge was not 
aware of what he had to run up against 
‘until yesterday at Monroe or he would 
have had his friends on the ground. 
Ypsilanti is not a bit silent in saying 
that Mr. Cavanaugh was aware of the

it after two hours of persuasion. They 
assert that the reason that Mr. Babbitt 
was not nominated. was that Monroe 
county did not want him on account of

The Ypsilanti men say that the Monroe 
delegates and the Cavanaugh support- 
ers had an understanding all the time. 

It is said that on the first ballot in 
the Washtenaw caucus the vote stood: 
Babbitt 5, Bogle 4, Cavanaugh 5. For 


two hours the caucus balloted, and at 
one time Prof. Bogle had the majority ` 


of one vote. Then John P. Kirk and 
Frank Joslyn got up and told them a 
pretty strong story. Another ballot 
was taken and Bogle fell below the re- 
quired number and never reached it 
again. Cavanaugh was fighting hard 
for Bogle in the caucus, but he seemed 
to realize that Ypsilanti would never 
accepi him

Martin J, Cavanaugh, “of Ann Arbor, 
was py the unanimous. voice of 
Democratic judicial convention at Mon- 
roe yesterday chosen nominee for circuit 
judge. Bogle and Babbitt, the only de- 


elared candidates for the nomination, 


were not mentioned in the convention. 
At 2 o’clock in the afternoon the con- 
vention was called to order and the 


Monroe and Washtenaw county delega- . 


tions at once betook themselves ‘to their 
respective caucus rooms. There was on 
both sides a desire to “make up” the 
difficulty which has for some time ex- 
isted between Monroe and Washtenaw, 
so Washtenaw opened the ball by send- 
ing to ‘their brothers across the hall a 
committee authorized to proffer the del- 
egation’s support for a Monroe man. 
Monroe immediately responded ‘by send- 
ing a committee from her own ranks, 
which stated that there was no Monroe 
candidate and that the choice of Wash- 
tenaw would be the choice of the con- 
vention. 

At once the Waishtenaiw syndicate 
proceeded «to caucus.- .The votes wére 
divided among Babbitt, of Ypsilanti, 
Bogle, of Ann Arbor, and Cavanaugh, 
of Ann Arbor.

Shawneetown, Ill., March 11.—The 
Ohio river has been running into Shaw- 
neetown through the break in the 
north levee during the past 36 hours.

A TRIBUTE TO WOMEN. 


Mrs. Ames, a Boston Factory Inspeet- 
or, Repels Assumption of Immoral- 
ity Among Female Toilers. 


Washington, March 11.—The indus+ 
trial commission had before it Friday 
Mrs. Fanny B. Ames, who has been for 
seven years a factory inspector in Bos- 
ton. She said there were very few 
children under 14 years now employed 
in the factories of Massachusetts: The 
children were not overworked. She 
said she had studied the conditions pre- 
vailing in Europe and was satisfied 


‘that the interests of children in Mas- 


sachusetts were much better provided 
for than in any foreign country. In 
European countries the age of children 
employed was lower, the hours longer 


and the sanitary conditions poorer. In 
Massachusetts the health conditions 
had greatly improved during the past 
20 years and there was now no real 
reason for complaint. She did not 
think that the employment of women 
and children in factories was conducive 
to immorality, and expressed the opin- 
ion that employment in factories was 
more desirable for.children than em- 
ployment in department stores, be- 
cause the factories.teach useful trades, 
Reverting to the question of the char- 


acter of factory employes, Mrs. Ames) ` 


said she thought it ungenerous in men 
to assume that women in factories and 
“They, are,” she 
“generally exceptionally moral, 
and most of them will be found sup- 
porting dependent members of their 
own families. They are not always 
pleasant in manner, but they are vir- 
tuous. These women,” she added, “have 
a hard lot in life, but m bear it 
bravely.”

his proxy to whomsoever Mr. Babbitt 
would suggest. ‘‘Oh, I guess there will 
be no need of that. It wiil only be an 
expense to someone. . The matter is all 
fixed up and will only be a mere formal- 
ity,” said he. . 
But there was the fine Italian hanid 
of Edward R. Gilday as a manipulator 
in the convention at Monroe which had 
not been counted upon. Someway when 
the Washtenaw delegates gathered at 
Monroe there ‘were only 14 present, in- 
stead of 19, which was the county’s 
quota. Things 
that the Monroe delegation assured 
Washtenaw that it would support any 
man upon whom Washtenaw 
agree. Then Washtenaw went into 
what was heretofore supposed would 
be a matter-of-form caucus, and it was 
found that Judge Babbitt had only five 
out of the 14 votes. 


Just what was the cause of all this 


is not known exactly. The friends of 
Judge Babbitt say that they were given 
the double cross and that secret under- 
mining had been in process of forma- 


tion under his boom for the past two 


weeks, and that even the judge was not 
aware of what he had to run up against 
until yesterday at Monroe or he would 
have had his friends on ‘the ground. 
Ypsilanti is not a bit silent in saying 
that Mr. Cavanaugh was aware of the 
Mr. Cavanaugh’s friends 
deny this;and say that he did not de- 
‘sire the nomination and only accepted 
it after two hours of persuasion. They 
assert that the reason that Mr. Babbitt 
was not nominated was that Monroe 
county did not want him on account of 


a speech that.he made there last week | 
in which he referred to the silver ques-. 


tion in a manner that was not very 
satisfactory to the Monroe Democrats. 
The Ypsilanti men say that the Monroe 
delegates and the Cavanaugh support- 
ers had an understanding all the time. 

It is said that on the first ballot in 
the Washtenaw caucus the vote stood: 
Babbitt 5, Bogle 4, Cavanaugh 5. For 
two hours the caucus balloted, and at 


one time Prof. Bogle had the majority 


of one vote. Then John P. Kirk and 
Frank Joslyn got up and told them a 
pretty strong story. Another ballot 
was taken and Bogle fell below the re- 
quired number and never reached it 
again. Cavanaugh was fighting hard 
for Bogle in the caucus, but he seemed 
to realize that Ypsilanti would never 
accept him. 
The following is amore superficial re- 
port of the convention: » : 
Martin J, Cavanaugh, of. Ann Arbor, 
was by the unanimous, voice of 
Democrati¢ judicial convention at Mon- 
roe yesterday chosen nominee for circuit 
judge. Bogle and Babbitt, the only de- 


clared candidates for the nomination,- 


were not mentioned in the convention. 
At 2 o’clock in the afternoon the con- 
vention was called to order and the 


Monroe and Washtenaw county delega-. 


tions at once betook themselves to their 
respective caucus rooms. ‘There was on 
both sides a desire to ‘‘make up” the 
difficulty which has for some time ex- 
isted between Monroe and Washtenaw, 
so Washtenaw opened the ball by send- 
ing to their brothers across the hall a 
committee authorized to proffer the del- 
egation’s support for a Monroe man. 
Monroe immediately responded iby send- 
ing a committee from her own ranks, 
which stated that there was no Monroe 
candidate and that the choice of Wash- 
tenaw would be the choice of the con- 
vention. es 

At once the Washtenaw syndicate 
proceeded -to caucus.-.The votes were 
divided among Babbitt, of Ypsilanti, 
Bogle, of Ann Arbor, and Cavanaugh, 
of Ann Arbor. Babbitt had the Ypsilan- 
ti delegation, five votes, and the re- 
mainder were divided between Bogle 
and Cavanaugh, the proportion shifting 
on different ballots. After the consum- 
ing of oceans of patience and ballot pa- 
per, Washtenaw gave up in disgust and 
repaired to the convention unpledged. 

The proceedings were opened by D. A. 
Hammond ,of Ann, Arbor, who present- 
ed the name of Martin J. Cavanaugh. 
The name was received with the great- 
est enthusiasm, which paid no heed to 
Mr. Cavanaugh himself when he arose 
and refused to allow his name to go be- 
fore the convention. A motion was 
made and carried that the convention 
proceed to informal ballot, which being 
done a majority of Cavanaugh. votes 
were called out. Motion was made that 
Cavanaugh be made the unanimous 
choice of the convention. Mr. ava- 
naugh then moved that the nomination 
be given to Babbitt, of Ypsilanti. The 
original motion was put and carried 
unanimously, thus nominating Cava- 
naugh -by unanimous voice.

MUCH WORK IS STILL AHEAD FOR HIN. 


When All Is Finished, and Not Until 
Then, Question of His Successor 
Will Be Considered—Gen. 
Lawton Arrives. 


Washington, March 11. — Admiral | 
Dewey has established himself in Ma-| 
nila; he has assisted in the taking of 
Iloilo; he has sent forces! to Cebu in | 
connection with the army, also to ae 
gros; the principal ports of the Phil-| | 
ippines have all been taken over into. 
American possession in large part, 
through his cooperation with the army. | 
There remain only a few ports of im- 
portance, notably Zamboango, on Min- 
danao, and perhaps one of the townsin 
the Sulu archipelago to be occupied.

He 
is of Irish descent and was known to 
have a very quick temiper.
